One  of  the  most  remarkable  uses  to 
which  paper  has  been  put  of  late  years  is 
the  manufacture  of  zylonite,  a  substance 
which,  at  the  will  of  the  manufacturer, 
may  be  made  in  imitation  of  horn,  rubber, 
tortois  shell,  amber,  and  even  glass.  The 
uses  to  which  zylonite  is  adaptable  are 
almost  infinite,  but  perhaps  the  most  ex¬ 
traordinary  is  the  manufacture  of  cathedral 
windows.  The  discovery  was  made  by  an 
Englishman  named  Spills  about  fifteen 
year^ago,  but  it  was  only  about  five  years 
ago  that  a  company  was  formed  in  London 
for  its  manufacture. 

The  basis  of  zylonite  is  a  plain  white  tis¬ 
sue  paper,  made  from  cotton,  or  cotton  and 
linen  rags.
